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Mail-in registration 
shorten’s lines today

_ As new students register today, they can look forward to never 
having to stand in registration lines at SAC again. 

SAC’s continuing students can register by mail, as nearly 9000 
returning students have done this semester. New students, however, 
will have to participate in mass registration when they first begin 
their enrollment. 

This is the first time all continuing students have been able to 
register by mail. Students have shown their approval of this 
procedure by mailing in over 1000 more registration forms than 
were anticipated. Previously, only returning students with over 20 
units could use the mail-in forms. 

“We're about the only community college that uses mail-in 
registration for all continuing students,”’ said Harold Bateman, dean 
of Admissions and Records. 

In the past, statistics have shown that 59 percent of the students 
from the fali semester return in the spring. This percentage 
represents9,853 students for the new term. 

Bateman expects to reach this total when the late beginning 
courses, such as fire science, start their registration. 

The projected enrollment for the upcoming semester is for 17,000 
persons in the colbkege credit courses, and 9,000 enrolled in 
continuing ed courses, for a total of 26,000 students. This is nearly 
the same number as were enrolled in fall classes. 

Approximately 27 percent of the credit hours that are taken by 
students will not be finished. Many of these units will be dropped by 
students lightening their load, others by students who drop out 
completely. Between 10 to 15 percent of those enrolling will drop 
out before the semester ends, according to Bateman.

Responding to the urgings of SAC Theater Arts 
Department Chairman Bob Blaustone, the Santa 
Ana City Council last Monday moved toward 
building a large-audience auditorium as the start of 
a proposed Center for the Perforrning Arts slated 
for the civic center. 

Speaking as chairman for the Orange County 
Performing Arts Guild, Blaustone pointed out the 
lack of facilities in the county that could provide 
for major theatrical productions. 


“We need this large auditorium badly,” 
Blaustone told the council. He said that it would 
have the effect of ‘’. . . bringing to the community 
a kind of cultural climate which we think it 
needs.”’ 


“! know for a fact,’ he continued, “that Santa 
Ana College is crying for this kind of installation 
right now.” 

While not referring to Phillips Hall by name, 
P.austone said that campus theater facilities are 
inadequate for the kind of large-scale productions 
the new 2,000 to 2,500 seat theater would make 
possible. 


The council approved the auditorium in 
principle by a 6-1 vote. They will now begin 
investigating methods of financing the project. 


Councilman David Brandt was named as liason 
between the council and various organizations 
involved. He hopes to contact other western cities 
with similar facilities in operation before financing 
is solidified and construction begins. 

The dissenting vote came from Councilman

Harry Yamamoto, who disputed claims that the 
theater could aid the downtown Santa Ana 
redevelopment program and said that the civic 
center location is improper because of limited 
freeway access. 

Brandt argued that the site is about 10 minutes 
from several major freeways and that the 
auditorium would attract new businesses to the 
area. 

The location dispute centers around plans by 
other OC cities to build similar projects. Since it is 
beleived that the county can only support one 
such theater, there has been competition for it 
among these cities. 


The Santa Ana site was endorsed by the 
RSCCD Board of Trustees last summer. Blaustone 
hopes that assertive action now could generate 
support for the SA location from the county and 
the other individual cities. 


After his appearance before the council, 
Blaustone responded to the question whether the 
vote means certain construction. 

“The chances look better now than they ever 
have,”’ he said, adding that there is good possibility 
of student productions being performed at the 
theater. 


Underlining a statement he had stressed before 
the council, Blaustone said that the auditorium is 
only the first pnase of the cultural center and that 
the city should not be expected to finance the 
entire enterprise. 

There was speculation last summer about 
tapping RSCCD funds for additional support. It is 
presently uncertain whether this will take place. 


Five-day weekend highly unlikely for SAC

Many Orange County school districts will take a 
five-day weekend from Lincoln’s birthday on 
Thursday, Feb. 12 through the observance of 
Washington’s birthday on Monday, but SAC will 
most likely hold classes on Friday the thirteenth. 

To most students it would seem easy to make 
Friday a holiday. To the superstitious it could 
seem the wisest course. 

But it’s not that simple. Former ASB President 
Lanny Busher recently attended a meeting where 
faculty and administrators discussed the matter. 

According to Busher, the deciding factor was 
money. Since instructors are paid on the basis of 
teaching-days-per-month, making Friday a holiday 
would invalidate the already-computed February

payroll. To correct this would take extra work and 
expense. 

Busher said that the semester calendar was 
approved a year ago by administrators and 
representatives of the students and faculty. At that 
time, Feb. 13 was set as a school day. Busher 
suggested that those involved with the next 
calendar should guard against similar situations. 

There is a “very slim chance” that the day 
might yet become a holiday, according to Busher. 
He said the word would have to come from the 
RSCCD Trustees. If the county takes the day off, 
the Board might allow a campus holiday. However, 
Busher seemed skeptical. 

Many students and a few faculty members, 
superstitious or not, expect attendance to be low 
on Feb. 13.

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State control unwelcome 


Students scheduling classes at SAC often wonder why more 
sections of a particular class are not offered. The answer is very 
simple, “No money.” Because of recent events this financial 
problem may increase and threaten the purpose of community 
colleges. 

SAC receives state money based upon the previous year’s 
weekly student contact hours or how many hours the student 
attended SAC. The money generated to pay for classes does not 
arrive until the following year. Recently, Governor Brown placed 
a limit on state support in a long range effort to de-emphasize this 
support and have the student pay for his own education. 

Students demand that more sections open, yet the money to 
pay for these classes is not forthcoming and so wherever possible 
class size must be increased to accommodate students. At the 
present time, SAC has the largest average and median class size 
when compared with other community colleges in the county. 
The larger the class, the more chance the lowering of educational 
quality. 

The situation will worsen because of the cap on State funds; 
now, the state has continued to aggravate the situation. There is 
talk in Sacramento that the state may separate classes under 
survival, skills and a vocational labels. Survival classes would 
receive 100% support, skills classes 50%, and a vocational, or fine 
arts, classes would receive no support. Many classes may fall into 
more than one category. Are English, math and science survival or 
skill courses? Music, theatre arts and certain physical education 
classes could be classified either as skill or a vocational courses. 
Dance majors may argue that dancing is a skill needed in their 
profession and receive state support but non-dance majors who 
take the course may have to pay tuition. One wonders where the 
state will draw the line in deciding which class belongs in which 
category. 

The proposed plan may lead to all students having to pay some 
kind of tuition at community colleges. The state department of 
finance, in a recent survey, asked students if they would be 
willing to pay tuition for the courses under scrutiny. The results 
of the survey have not been published. If a tuition plan is 
adopted, students who now must pay parking fees, buy books 
and pay for miscellaneous expenses with very little money may 
become discouraged and leave school. The division of financial 
aid to needy students would become smaller and smaller. 

Perhaps the greatest danger to be seen in this new proposal Is 
that the state rather than the community would become the 
controlling influence in the community college. 

el DON feels that the aim of tax-supporteu community 
colleges is to serve the basic educational needs or community 
students under local control. With state interference, the college 
would be responsible to the state instead of the local community.

“| didn’t want to be a detective and | don’t 
want to be one now,” declares Sam Spade, Jr. in 
The Blackbird, the newest attempt at filming a 
maltese falcon story. 

Back in 1931 it was called Dangerous Female, 
starring Bebe Daniels and Ricardo Cortez. Then in 
1936 Bette Davis and Warren William starred in 
Satan Met a Lady. 

But it wasn’t until 1941, when director John 
Huston rewrote the original script and put 
Humphrey Bogart in the leading role as Sam 
Spade, that the film reached its full potential. The 
Maltese Falcon started a whole wave of new crime 
series, movies that hold a strong feeling of tension, 
touching them with moments of humor and 
unexpected violence. The ending is usually the 
same: if there’s a valuable prize involved, no one 
will get it. 

George Segal is Spade, Jr., a man who 
grudgingly goes about his business cursing his 
father for getting him into it and giving him his 
name. Since “spade” is cop jargon for black 
people, Sam is the target of harassment from both 
blacks and policemen. 

Spade hates the police and it’s easy to see why. 
Every murder in the film is Spade’s fault as far as 
the police are concerned. It’s probably Spade’s

indifferent attitude about crime that strikes this 
imbalance between him and the police. 

After a beautiful girl sets out to kill Spade but 
accidently kills herself, Sam reaches over her body 
and reluctantly says, ‘‘Guess | gotta call the Pigs.”’ 

What little suspense there is involves a band of 
strong-but-dumb Hawaiians who are ordered by 
their leader to kidnap either Spade or the falcon -- 
or both. Their leader (Felix Silla) is a bald-headed, 
bearded midget who wears a military uniform with 
a swastika emblem for an armband. 

Spade, with the help of a mysterious foreign 
woman named Anna (Stephanie Audran), manages 
to double-cross the gang long enough to run into 
all sorts of strange predicaments. 

The humor is about the only good thing in the 
film. If you look at it satirically, it’s a loteof fun, 
but if you don’t -- forget it. It’s the kind of movie 
you're going to have to sit and try to figure out for 
days. 

George Segal has a lot of charm as Spade, but 
lacks something you can’t be sure of. 

Stephanie Audran shows a comedic flair as the 
strange and looney Anna, who is able to wrap 
Spade around her finger even though the result is 
almost Laurel and Hardy-ish. 

Once, Spade searches for an important missing 
phone number he had written down. He asks Anna 
if she’s seen it. “| smoked it,” she replies. Try to 
figure that one out...

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There’s a flaw in the law

On New Years Day 1976 anew law went into effect. Though the 
penalties for possesion of one ounce or less of marijuana have been 
lessened to misdemeanor status, many pot-happy alumni are still 
getting busted for felony offenses related to the new marijuana laws. 
According to Article three of the new marijuana law ‘‘Possession

either a felony or a misdemeanor. Concentrated cannabis is defined 
as ‘the separated resin, whether crude or purified, obtained from 
marijuana’ (includes hashish and hash oil.)”’
